RENTS NO CRITERION 



Last week "Our Town'' published an 
interesting statement by E. C. Griswold. 
candidate for Real Estate Assessor, in 
which the president of Council brought 
out the reasons for his candidacy and 
the platform on which he based his ap- 
peal to the voters. 

Frank A. O'Brien, present incumbent 
and opponent of Mr. Griswold, issued 
his statement this week, which "Ou- 
Town"' is likewise presenting for the in- 
formation of the voters. 

Mr. O'Brien, who was appointed to 
the position two years ago, answers Mr. 
Griswold's claim that the business sec- 
tion is bearing too small a part of the 
taxes by claiming that sales in this dis- 
trict are too few to form a true basis 
for re-assessment. 

. Mr. O'Brien points to the fact that he 
is now engaged in a house-to-house can- 
vass as part of the tri-ennial assessment 
and that changes may be recommended 
to him now. His statement follows : 

"My name will appear in the coming 
primary election as a candidate for Real 
Estate Assessor, which position I have 
held by appointment during the past two 
years. I note with surprise that there 
is dissatisfaction in a certain portion of 
our borough with my work, although it 
has been receiving my best attention. It 
is also surprising to have most of that 
criticism with talk of reducing taxes, em- 
anate from the gentleman who was Pres- 
ident of our Council, when it raised our 
tax rates to the highest point known in 
our history and which fact was com- 
mented upon by one of our Philadelphia 
evening papers as the highest tax rate 
along the Main Line. 

"I do not wish to criticise the Presi- 
dent of our Council, because I believe 
that he has been honest and faithful in 
his efforts at all times. 

"My problem is one of arriving at 
equitable values for the basis of taxa- 
tion. With rents, I do not concern my- 
self either in the business or residential 
sections of our borough. Sales in the 
business section have been rare in recent 
years and one has but little to guide him 
when assessing that particular section. 1 
would also like to say in fairness to our 
JP r £P ert i' owners in the business section 
* that' 1 Ifave noted no disposition on their 
part to want to make the rest of us 
shoulder their part of the load of ta Na- 
tion. 

"I am now engaged in making a tri- 
ennial assessment and am making t 
house-to-house canvass and am ready to 
hear and adjust all leeitimafe complain • 
from any owner of either the largest o- 
smallest property on our books A 
these values will stand for the nex 
three years, whether I am elected or de- 
feated, it is now your opportunity to as- 
sist me in ironing out any or all "ineqiril- 
liies of assessment. 

"Being a property owner mvself and 
one who feels the burden of taxation 
with the rest of our townsneople. 1 am 
conscientiously interested in" the econom- 
ic administration of our borough affairs "

Animals Laugh, Psychology Head 

Claims— Smiling Is Refinement 



Dr. Thaddeus L. Bolton, of Narberth, 
head of the Department of Psychology, 
Temple University, disagrees with Pro- 
fessor F. Averling, reader in psychology 
of the University of London, that the 
hyena is the only animal, aside from man, 
that indulges in laughter. 

"Cows, calves, horses and monkeys 
laugh," says Dr. Bolton, "and the most 
obvious laughter in the animal kingdom 
is that of the dog." 

Professor Averling was also quoted in 
London to the effect that the really happy 
•nan never laughs. 

"Laughter," said Dr. Bolton, "is a form 
of expression denoting the culmination 
of some conquest or struggle. In other 
words, it is a phenomenon of triumph, 
found among animals as well as human 
beings. ' . 

"What we generally call laughter is the 
expression of a coarse emotion, which, 
as culture increases, is refined to the form 
of a smile. Smiling, therefore, is not the 
expression of an opposite emotion, as 
Professor Averling avers, but simply a 
refined and secondary development' of 
laughter." 



"Weeping and laughing are not akin, 
as Professor Averling says," Dr. Bolton 
continued. "Crying is a form of emo- 
tional expression resorted to in cases 
where injury has been sustained and the 
necessity for social co-operation or sym- 
pathy, arises. 

"Lauhter is the termination of a strain. 
the end of a struggle. Laughter also is 
the expression of a vicarious triumph. 
The essence of most humor is nothing 
but indulgence in vicariously enjoyed tri- 
umph. A man walks down the street, 
steps on a banana peel and we laugh. We 
laugh at his discomfiture, at his failure 
to achieve success in his enterprise of 
walking down the street. Our laughter at 
his failure is an expression of a vicari- 
ous triumph of a negative sort; we tri- 
umph in the fact that we did not slip 
and fall. . 

"Smiling is a refinement of that very 
process. We smile at the small discom- 
fitures of our fellow beings and also in
